Vor Representative in 62nd Congress of Birmingham Reformers Get Warrants

Birmingham Ala., Nov. 2 —On 
warrants sworn out before Judge 
Fort of the Criminal Court by © 
W. Austin, former chief of police 
and one of the leaders of the re- 
formers in Birmingham, Deptty 
Sheriffs Chew and Sid Cowan at- 
tached and seized seven cars, 
loaded with beer, in the yards of 
Illinois Central and Frisco rail- 
roads this morning.
